I furthermore recommend that on that day 
the people of Wisconsin abstain from all labor 
and give thanks to Almighty God, by appropri­ 
ate exercises in their places of worship and 
their homes, for the abundant mercies which 
we have received at His hands in the past year. 
In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the Great Seal 
of the State of Wisconsin to be 
affixed. Done at the capitol, in 
[Great Seal] Madison, this 7th day of Novem­ 
ber, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand. eight hundred

THE

SPOILS. 
AND 
TDE 


Very recently Mr. Chauncey M. De­ 
pew, one of the brightest men living to­ 
day in this country, gave the ^Mew York 
Tnbnne in a very oonorete form, the 
effect of the spoils system on political 
parties. There are some points in his 
statements that are very suggestive, and 
are worthy o! being repeated: 
“ It is a bed rock fact, which exper­ 
ience in the past proves that the patron­ 
age falling into the hands of a party up­ 
on a complete change of administration 
never fails in .the year succeeding the 
change to be a source of weakness rath­ 
er than strength to the party in power. 
The distribution of this patronage, irre­ 
spective of any other issue involved, 
tends to Greats nnpopatarity for the ad­ 
ministration. The congressmen or sen­ 
ators through whose influence an ap­ 
pointment is secured is strengthened by 
to* support of the officeholders, aud this 
is felt in the district conditions, bat the 
party at large loses votes. There are 
ahunt 150 Consolate* at the disposal of 
the president There were 2,009 a p p l i­ 
cants for positions; 
At the New York 
cus'om house there are 1,500 places, of 
which about one-third may be available 
tor party rewards. There were 25,000 
who wanted thee places. Take the post - 
mastership rn a country village. It is 
an important post. bat it is generally 
held by a storekeeper to whome custom 
is drawn by the appointment. There1 are 
six storekeepers in a place all working to 
get the benefit 
of the 
trade 
that 
goes to 
the 
postmaster. The man 
who gets the appointment works hard 
for the congressman who secured it for 
him, but the five other [men are disap­ 
pointed, and either neglect to vote for 
the party at the next election or vote for 
the opposite side. When one vote is 
secured tor the distribution of patronage 
three—yes, five—votes are driven away. 
I am not now rnggesting the remedy; I 
am simply calling attention to_a bottom 
party fact.” 
Mr. Depew is no doublfc wise in bis 
testimony as to the bearings of the spoils 
system on both political parties, bat the 
remedy he could not give. No man has 
yet been able to suggest a practical rem­ 
edy. When Mr. George William Curtis, 
the most bitter enemy of the time, of the 
spoils system, was a member of the civil 
service commission, he likewise failed to 
provide a remedy, althongh he bas been 
kissing ever since against the policy 
which gives the offices ot the victors in a 
national election. 
There is, as every intelligent person 
Will admit, more or less of a demoraliz­ 
ing influence connected with the scram­ 
ble for office. There is not a congress­ 
man or a senator who bas not felt the 
humiliation of [being forced to hunt 
places for his constituents; and Senator 
Sherman is reported to have lately said 
the distribution of patronage had cost 
him the presidency, Tso numerous were 


th e enemies it had made for him. The 
testimony of all congressmen and sena­ 
tors is that the distribution of patronage 
coats them more trouble aud work than 
another work connected with their official 
position ;so to them, the banishment of 
the spoils system would be a glorious 
release from a very unpleasant responsi­ 
bility. 
. 
The 
Union, speaking of the 
degradation of public iuti« who place 
banters, says: 
| 
It is clear that the spoils system is a 
bio J ranee to political success, aod an 
enemy to the prosperity of every political 
patty. It helps nobody but that r eat of 
our politics, the looal ‘ ‘boss." Why not 
abolish it, root and br&noh? Nobody 
wants it—not even the politicians. It 
IB a disgrace to the country, a sonroe 
of ootrnptioo, a foe to capable and effi­ 
cient government. The president has it 
in bis power to lay the ax to this deadly 
upas tree in his coming message to con­ 
gress. Will he be equal to this oppor­ 
tunity of rendering the country a noble 
service and giving his administration 
the stamp of statesmanship ? 
Whatever may be said of the corrupt, 
ing influence of the spoils system on the 
political life of the nation, it cannot be 
charged that it is a “foe to oapible anil 
efficient government,” for it is a matter 
of feet that there is no country in all 
Europe that has a more capable and ef­ 
ficient governmeitithan the 
United 
States. There ia a marvelous efficiency 
&n the organization and management of 
the three great departments of the gov­ 
ernment—the treasury, the'post office de­ 
partment, and the judiciary— bo that in 
theae the corrupting influence of the 
spoils system does not make itself felt in 
the practical workings of the govern 
nun'.. 
But, of course, it woald be better ii! 
things were not as {they are painted 


A LESSON WORTH LEARNING. 


Worcester, Mass., N ov. 22.—J . F . 
pricks, of the Wicks Manufacturing 
Company of this oity, manufacturers of 
woolen goods, assigned yesterday for the 
benefit of bis creditors. In a published 
statement Mr. Wicks attribute* bis fail­ 
ure to the discrimination made by the 
late Secretary Manning on the classifica­ 
tion of pieoe-dyed worsteds. 
He says 
that prior to 1886 the oompany did a 
good business, but American worsteds 
declined in pnoa after the department 
ruling, as imported worsted cam3 in un­ 
der light duties, and the demand for the 
borne article practically ceased. 
The 
mill bas eighty-nine looms and employs 
175 hands. 
It 
will cause republicans 
to do 
some smiling to know that the Chicago 
Tnbane asea the.foregoing dispatch as an 
argument that an important reduction of 
the tariff on any one article miuufaotur- 
e l in this country will materially injure 
or completely de3 troy the production of 
that article. It is quite significant to see 
such an enthusiastic free trade paper as 
the Tribune has been, wisely nsing a 
tariff object lesson of that kind, aud Born0 
facts oonnected with the lesson are given' 
* The ruling of Secretary Manning out 
down the duty on the class of goods 
whioh this Worcester firm was manufao - 
taring aboat half, and threw on the 
American market foreign goods offered 
for a lower price than the home manu- 
faoturer could afford to sell his products 
*or with the existing rate of wages.” 
It btands to reason that it the Ameri­ 
can markets were flooded with a certain 
kind of goods made in Europe—made by 
labor whioh cost only half as much as 
the 
same kind of 
labor in 
the 
United States--the 
American 
man­ 
ufacturers would 
be 
compelled to 
either 
reduce 
their 
scale 
of 
wages 
to 
correspond 
with 
the 
European scale, or chut down just as the 
Worcester firm did. Applying the prin­ 
ciple of tariff reduction to all the manu­ 
facturers of woolen goods inoluding car­ 
pets, and to all kinds of iron manufac­ 
tures, and the fate wLieh fell upon the 
Wick’s manufacturing company, would 
fall upon them. 


B u t te , Montana, Nov. 25.—Fire is rag­ 
ing in the Anaconda copper mine. 
It 
broke out Saturday morning in the cross 
:ut of the St. Lawrence mine. 
The draft 
ricked the sparks and cinders into the 
Anaconda, and a perilous blaze soon de­ 
veloped in tho 800 foot level of the lat­ 
ter. 
Several mon were at work here and 
it is believed that nearly all have perished. 
Besides these, four men lost their lives in 
trying to effect a rescue. 
The clouds of smoke which poured out 
of both shafts were so dense and stilling 
that for some time no rescuing party could 
be organized, the miners declaring that to 
venture below in such an atmosphere was 
simply 
to invito certain 
death. 
The 
piteous appeals of women and children 
wore, however, too much for the rough 
but kind-hearted miners, and in half an 
hour six men volunteered to go down and 
see if anything could be done for the men 
below. 
They started down, but were compelled 
to return. 
Six attempts were made, and 
the last time 
the 800-foot level was 
reached. 
Four men were dragged to the 
cage and the ascent was begun. 
The 
smoke was stifling and the mon were nearly 
suffocated. 
Harry Page lost consciousness 
and fell to the bottom of the shaft. 
At 
the 300-foot level Tim Kelleher, who had 
four times attempted the descent, fell over 
and followed Page to the bottom. 
Near 
the surface Jack Lyons toppled over, but 
was caught. 
His head was crushed and 
his left leg broken in two places. 
Those known to be dead are: 
HARRY PAGE, who fell in m aking the as­ 
cent. 
PATRICK MURPHY, who was a t 800-foot 
station, but could not be rescued. 
TIM KELLEHER, who fell during tho as­ 
cent. 
JERRY SULLIVAN, who was ono of th e 
rescuing p arty and became overpowered 
while rescuing others a t 800-foot station and 
could not reach Hie cage when the signal was 
given. 
Besides those named Jack Lyons will 
lie, and a dozen other* are under the doc­ 
tor’s care. 
It is practically certain that 
as many as nine were killed. 
The shaft of the Anaconda is bulkheaded 
and no smoke or gas issues from it. 
All 
the levels of tho St. Lawrence are bulk­ 
headed so that no draught of air can get 
in. 
As the fire has no air to fan it, it is 
believed that the carbonic acid gas which 
will necessarily be generated in the con­ 
fined space will eventually put it out. 
Whether the fire has extended to th© 
workings of the Anaconda or not no one 
knows. 
The two mines are practically 
one, being connected In all their levels 
from the 200 -foot on the Anaconda down. 
But for the generalship of Superintend- 
nnt Carroll, who directed the mon to bulk­ 
head the avenues, the whole interior of the 
mines with their immense underground 
ramifications would be a mass of seething 
Oames and the surface grounds for a 
couple of square miles caved in. 
As it is, 
no ono at the mine can form the least con­ 
ception of the extent of the damage, and 
it may be weeks before it is safe to open 
che mines again. 


Ex-Mayor -John A. Roohe, of Chicago, 
who was bere reoently, gave it as his 
opinion that all the men implicated in 
the Cronin murder would be oonvioted. 
"We have a conspiracy la * in Illinois.^ 
he added, “that is very comprehensive 
and far reaching. It was passed to cover 
the oase of the anarchists. It was never 
proved at the trial of the anarchist’s just 
who

night of 
the 
Haymarket 
not. 
It 
was 
shown 
that 
Par­ 
sons was in his home with his family, 
nearly a mile away when the bomb was 
thrown. He disappeared, you will re­ 
member, and got clear away, bat acting 
under the advice of his lawyers he re­ 
turned and gave himself up. They did 
not think it would ba possible to oonneot 
him with the crime, and yet Parsons was 
oonvioted and banged. This will show 
you something of the sweeping oharaoter 
of the new law. Uader it every man 
who oan be proved to have had even a 
remote connection with Cronin’s taking 
off, oan be oonvioted of murder in the 
first degree. The law may seem harsh, 
but it is very wholesome in its effects.— 
New York World. 
Under ordinary circumstances this is a 
terrible law, and now that the anarchists 
are in the cemetery and at Joliet, would­ 
n’t it be well to modify the law. As 
harsh as this law is, is not more so than 
the “habitual criminal’s act,” which, we 
believe, waB enacted for the sole benefit 
of Chicago. It provides for the long 
sentence|of persons oonvioted of a second 
or more offenses. Inprioiple, the law 
is reasonably good, bnt in its adminis­ 
trations it has been cruel. For instance, 
the 
readers 
of 
the 
Gazette 
will 
probably 
call 
to 
mind 
an 
incident published in this paper sev­ 
eral months ago regarding the convic­ 
tion and sentence of a boy in Chicago 
under that act. It was his second of­ 
fense, though neither was of very f grave 
importance. He was lame, had a wid­ 
owed mother, and had a hard life cf it in 
trying to support himself and mother. 
When arrested the second time, he was 
sentenced to twenty years imprisonment, 
when the offeree did not demand more 
than one year at most. 
You can’t re­ 
form boys by snoh a law as that, neither 
-a command respect for it. 


SEVEN P E O P L E T E R R IB L Y B U R N E D . 


A C h ild R o a ste d to D e a th In Its M o th e r's 
A rm s—O th e rs W HI D ie. 
M e d i c a l _ S p r in g s , 
Barton County, 
Mo., Nov. 25.—Seven people were terri­ 
bly burned, one child fatally, in a most 
peculiar accident here Sunday afternoon. 
From one of tho wells which have been 
bored near the spring for the purpose of 
reaching a better supply of water, there 
Is a constant Cow of natural gas. 
The 
proprietor has piped this gas and uses it 
for the purpose of making a display 
to 
attract 
attention to 
the spring. 
From the well proper there 
extends 
a 
vertical 
pipe 
and 
to 
this 
is 
connected 
a 
horizontal MT pipe 
for a distance of about twenty feet, where 
it is bent at right angles with the arm, 
extending about ten feet in the air. From 
the e pipes a flame burns to the height of 
about ten feet. 
On Sunday afternoons 
the place is generally crowded with peo­ 
ple, who come from the surrounding 
country to drink the water and hare a 
merry-making. 
Sunday afternoon when 
the crowd was largest, a party of roughs 
got into a fight and during the melee, 
the 
stand 
pipe 
was thrown 
down, 
bringing 
the 
perpendicular 
portion 
iowa with a crash. 
The gas flame 
was thrown directly upon a party of 
women and children, buniing several of 
them in a terrible manner. 
Mrs. Henry 
Willoughby was standing directly in front 
of the jet with her year-old baby in her 
arms when the flame struck the child in 
the face, literally roasting it. 
Mrs. Wil­ 
loughby was also fearfully burned and Is 
not expected to recover. 
The child died 
almost instantly. 
Two other ladies and 
three children were burned about the face, 
but none of them fatally.

Tho Secretary recommends the reorgan­ 
ization of the artillery b ra n d of the 
army and the addition of two regiments, 
one or both of which m ight be of colored 
men. 
The infantry and cavalry arms of 
the service have each two regiments of 
negro troops, of whom ho says that their 
record for good service is excellent. They 
are neat, orderly and obedient, are seldom 
brought before courts-m artial and rarely 
iesert. 
The secretary reccommends that the 
limit of the retired list be increased to 450 
from 400, the present figure. 
Secretary 
Proctor says that the public impression 
that desertion is on the increase is erron- 
50US. 
The total of desertions for tho fis­ 
cal year 1889 was 29.3 of the enlistments 
and ILG of the total strength of the army. 
The causes assigned include restlessness 
ander the restraints of discipline, disap­ 
pointment a t the details of tho service, 
and of its lacs of inducements, dissipation 
and in somo cases ill-treatment. 
Investi­ 
gation does not disclose that ill-treatm ent 
prevails to any appreciable extent. 
The 
smployment of enlisted men in ordinary 
labor undoubtedly creates dis ontent. The 
pith of the whole question is to make the 
lervice worth seeking, and then enough 
good men will seek it and ba glad to stay 
In it. 
It is a 
fact that tho soldiers 
In the colored regiments rarely desert, 
whereas the percentage of desertion in the 
rest of the army is so large. Their previous 
condition in civil life largely explain? it. 
To the colored man the service offers a 
career; to the white man too often only a 
refuge. 
There is but little incentive fof 
young and intelligent men to make a pro­ 
fession of soldiering. 
Tho hope to achieve 
x commission is but slight, but even then 
they receive less compensation than the 
private soldier who is placed upon extra 
iuty. 
Tho distance between the highest grado 
af non-commissioned officer and tho com­ 
missioned officer is far too groat in my 
judgment, 
To a considerable extent, how­ 
ever, tho remedy lies with congress. 
Tho value of tho National guard to the 
country is fully recognized by the secre­ 
tary. 
To enhance its efficiency and pro­ 
mote the interest of tho young men of the 
country in it, he recommends that mem­ 
bers of it, upon passing some proper sys­ 
tem of examination, be made eligible to 
commissions in the regular army as second 
lieutenants. 
The exposed condition or our seacoast is 
next dwelt upon and the necessity of 
iefensive work urged. 
Tho principal 
copimercial ports should bo at once placed 
In a position to resist attack, and the 
work continued until every vulnerable 
point on our 
coast 
was 
adequately 
guarded. 
Once built the cost of their 
maintenance would be light. 
Thoro are 
now on hand 2,GOO muzzle-loading guns 
available for their armament, and defen­ 
sive work begun in July, 1890, 
could be 
equipped tho following year with with 8- 
inch breech-loading guns. 
The secretary recommends revision of 
tjje articles of war in regard to m ilitary 
unishment, which a t present are ill 
eflned. 
Neither is it certain, and there is 
nothing to prevent the heaviest punish- 
nt for the most trivial offense, and vice 
efsa. 


Like rue farmef,'Tie'was wiser than bis 
fellows, and gave up the fight against the 
inevitable long before the Supreme court 
decided that all must go to the peniten­ 
tiary. 
He was arrested on March J, 1887. 
In July following he and the other mem­ 
bers of the board charged with robbing 
the county were placed on trial in Judge 
Jamieson’s court. 
On Aug. 5 he was con­ 
victed and sentenced to two years in the 
penitentiary. 
All but McClaughrey ap ­ 
pealed to the higher courts. 
Wren remained in jail with Van Pelt, 
Varnell, V asserman, and the others, until 
Feb. IG, 1888, when the A ppellate court 
refused to give the “boodlers” a new trial. 
They appealed to the Supreme court, but 
W ren was discouraged. 
He remained in 
the jail just eight days longer, and then 
suddenly announced his intention of going 
to Joliet and taking his punishm ent w ith­ 
out any more ado. 
He had been com plain­ 
ing all along that the jail was an un­ 
healthy place, full of malaria, and th at it 
was undermining 
his constitution. 
On 
Feb. 24 he went to Joliet alone, and Sat­ 
urday ho received his rew ard by being re­ 
stored to the world several months in ad­ 
vance of his follow prisoners, who waited 
for a decision from tho State Supreme 
court. 
W ren’s work as a convict was never 
hard labor. His immense weight rendered 
him unfit for any kind of arduous toil, his 
big, fat hands being as soft os those of a 
baby. 
Understanding everything in con­ 
nection with the care of horses, having 
been long connected with the livery busi- 
aess in Chicago, he was put at work in the 
prison stable as a sort of overseer of the 
sonvict hostlers and teamsters, and had 
the care of forty mules and a dozen 
horses. 
All the animals have thrived and 
kept in excellent form under Dan’s m an­ 
agement.

POSTOFFICE STATISTICS. 


R eports o f th e F irst and Second A ssist 
an t P ostm asters G eneral. 
W ashington, N ov. 25.—Assistant Post­ 
master-General Clarkson, in his annual re­ 
port, shows the number of postoffice? es­ 
tablished during the year ending June 30, 
1830, to be 2,770, a decrease over the 
previous year of 1,090. 
The number of 
postoffice? discontinued was 1,147, a de­ 
crease of 498. 
The whole number of post- 
offices in tho country is 58,999, an increase 
of 
1,023. 
The 
total 
nnmber 
of postmasters appointed during the year 
was 
20,030. 
The total 
number 
of 
free delivery offices is 401, an increase of 
48. 
The total number of letter-carriers is 
8,257, an increase of 1,911. 
Ho recoin 
mends the extension of the free-delivery 
service to all places having a population 
of 5,000, and where the postoffice has an 
annual gross revenue of $8,000. 
The ap ­ 
propriation for the service for tho present 
fiscal year is $8,000,000. 
Tho estimate for 
the next fiscal year, commencing July I, 
1890, is $9,069,485. 
The aggregate es­ 
timate for the compensation of postmasters, 
clerks in postoffices, rent, light, fuel, mis 
cellarous and incidental items for the 
Presidential and second class offices is $22,- 
967,500, an increase of $1,237,420 as com­ 
pared with the previous year. 
Second Assistant Postmaster General 
Whitfield in his annual report says th at 
the annual rate of expenditures for star 
route services on June 30, 
1889, was 
$5,228,387. 
The number of routes is 
15,077, and the aggregate length of the 
routes is 218,331.81 miles. 
Tho appro 
priation for the last fiscal year was $5, 
400,090, and the sum expended $5,177,- 
195.43, leaving an unexpended balance 
of $222,8o4 57. 
The appropriation for the 
current fiscal year is $5,650,000 and est! 
mated expenditures $5,902,216, leaving 
estimated deficits of 
$252,216 55. 
He 
recommends the appointm ent of a com­ 
mission to recommend to Congress neces 
sary star route legislation, and also rec 
ommends that provision be made for the 
families of postal clerks killed while on 
duty in the sh-.po of a civil pension list.

D A N W R E N 
R E L E A S E D . 


London, Nov. 25. —A letter has been 
received from Stanley by tho Em in com­ 
mittee, 
w ritten at Kafurro, the Arab 
settlement on the Karagwe, dated Aug. 
5, 
1889. 
Stanley describes the return 
march from Albert Nyanza, the sufferings 
of the people from famine, the revolt ot 
Emin’s Egyptians, 
the 
arrival of the 
mahdists, and release of Emin. The letter 
also says that Jepson had much difficulty 
in getting Emin to leave the equatorial 
provinces. 
A letter w ritten at Marston 
under date of Sept. 3, 1889, 
says that 
Stanley had suffered a terrible illness, 
lying helpless for tw enty-eight days. 
On the march to Kavelli the party were 
subjected to terrible privations. Small-pox 
broke out and caused the death of many of 
Emin’s men. 
For eight days the party 
were in a state of almost absolute starva­ 
tion, tw enty-one members dying. 
The 
survivors finally reached Fort Bodo, wliero 
succor was obtained and stores for contin­ 
uing the journey bought. 
The party then resumed the march for 
Kavilli, which was reached Jan. 18. Here 
Stanley received a letter from Jepson, in­ 
forming him of the revolt of Em in’s troops 
and stating that it 
was instigated by 
officers. 
The rebellion occurred at Lu file 
during the previous August. 
Emin was 
held a close prisoner. 
Jepson determined 
to take a regiment of 1,500 mahdists and I 
make an effort to suppress the revolt. I 
They captured a regim ent of rebels, the 
remainder taking to flight. 
Many officers 
were killed in the engagement. 
The sol­ 
diers then insisted' upon Emin’s release. 
Jepson intimated th at Emin was undecid­ 
ed whether he should return. 
Stanley 
insisted that there should be no hesitation 
and declined to w ait any longer. 
Jepson 
reached Kavilli on Feb. 6, Fmin arriving 
a week later.

The inhabitants of the ancient city 
of Athens listened Sunday to a sermon 
by the Rev. T. Dewitt Talmage of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., who based his dis­ 
course on the following two passages 
from tho Pauline epistles: 
I. Corin­ 
thians ii., 9: 
“Eye hath not seen nor 
ear heard,” andjl. Corinthians, xiii., 12: 
“For now we see through a glass, 
darkly.” The sermon was as follows: 
Both of these sentences were written 
by the most illustrious merely human 
being the world ever saw, one who 
walked these streets, and preached 
from yonder pile of rocks, Mars Hill. 
Though more classic associations arc 
connected with this city than with any 
other city under the sun, because here 
Socrates, and Plato, and Aristotle, and 
Demosthenes, and Pericles, and Her­ 
odotus, and Pythagoras, and Xeno­ 
phon, and Praiteles wrote or chiseled, 
or taught or thundered or sung, yet in 
my mind all these men and their teach­ 
ings were eclipsed by Paul and the 
Gospel he preached in this city and 
in your near-by 
city of 
Corinth. 
Yesterday, standing on the old fortress 
at Corinth, the Arco-Corinthus, out 
from the ruins at its base arose in my 
imagination the old city, just as Paul 
saw it. I have been told that for splen­ 
dor the world beholds no such wonder 
to-day as that ancient Corinths stand­ 
ing on an isthmus washed by two seas, 
the one sea bringing the commerce of 
Europe, the other sea bringing the 
commerce of Asia. 
From her warves, 
in tho construction of which whole 
kingdoms had been absorbed, war 
galleys with three banks of oars pushed 
out and confounded the navy yards of 
all the world. 
Huge-handed machin­ 
ery, such as modern invention cannot 
equal, lifted ships from the sea on one 
side and transported them on trucks 
across the isthmus, and set them down 
on the sea on the other side. 
The 
revenue officers of the city went down 
through the olive groves "that lined the 
beach to collect a tariff from all 
nations. 
The mirth of all people 
sported in her Isthmian games and 
the beauty of all lands sat in her thea­ 
ters, walked her porticos and threw 
itself on the altar of her stupendous 
dissipations. 
Column and statue and temple be­ 
wildered the beholder. 
There were 
white marble fountains into which, 
from apertures at the side, there gushed 
waters everywhere known for their 
health giving qualities. 
Around these 
basins, twisted into wreaths of stone, 
thoro were all the beauties of sculpture 
and architecture, while standing, as if 
to guard the costly display, was a 
statue of Hercules of burnished Corin­ 
thian brass. 
Vases of terra cotta 
adorned the cemeteries of the dead— 
vases so costly that Julius Caesar was 
not satisfied until he had captured 
them 
for Rome. 
Armed officials, 
the corintharii, paced up and down to 
see that no statue was defaced, no pe­ 
destal overthrown, no bas-relief spoiled 
From the edge of the city tho hill held 
its magnificent burdens of columns and 
towers and temples (a thousand slaves 
waiting at one shrine), and a citadel 
so thoroughly impregnable that Gibral­ 
tar is a head of sand compared with it. 
Amid all that strength and magnifi­ 
cence Corinth stood and defied the 
world. 
Oh! it was not to rustics who 
had never seen anything grand that 
Paul uttered one of my texts. They 
had heard tho best music that had 
come from the best instruments in all 
the world; they had heard songs float­ 
ing from morning porticos and melt­ 
ing in evening groves; they had passed 
their whole lives among pictures and 
sculpture 
and 
architecture 
and 
Corinthian brass, 
which had been 
molded 
and 
shaped until 
there 
was 
no chariot wheel in which 
it had 
not 
sped, 
and no tower 
in which it had not glittered, and no 
gateway that it had not adorned. 
Ah, 
it was a bold thing for Paul to stand 
there amid all that and say: 
“All this 
is nothing. 
These sounds that come 
from the temple of Neptune aro not 
music compared with the harmonies of 
which I speak. 
These waters rushing 
in the basin of Pyreno are not pure 
These statues of Bacchus and Mercury 
aro not exquisite. 
Your Citadel of 
Arco-Corinthus is not strong compared 
with that which I offer to the poorest 
slave that puts down his burden at 
that brazen gate. 
You Corinthians 
think this is a splendid city; you think 
you have heard all sweet sounds and 
seen all beautiful sights; but I tell you 
eye hath not seen nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart of 
man, the things which God hath pre­ 
pared for them that love Him.” 
In­ 
deed, both my texts, the one spoken 
by Paul and the one written by Paul, 
show us that we have very imperfect 
eyesight, and that our day of vision is 
yet to come: For now we seethrough 
a glass darkly, but then face to face. 
So Paul takes the responsibility of say­ 
ing that the Bible is an indistinct mir­ 
ror, and that its mission shall be 
finally suspended, 
I think there may 
be one Bible in heaven fastened to the 
throne. 
Just as now, in a museum, 
we have a lamp exhumed from Her­ 
culaneum or Nineveh, and we look at 
it with great interest and say: 
“How 
poor a light it must have given, com­ 
pared with our modern lamps,” So I 
think that this Bible, 
which was a 
lamp to our feet in this world, may lie 
near the throne of God, exciting our 
Interest to all eternity by the contrast 
between its comparative feeble light 
and the illumination of Heaven. 
The 
Bible, now, is the scaffolding to the 
rising temple, but when the building 
is done there will be no use for the 
scaffolding. 
The idea I shall develop to-day is, 
that in this world our knowledge is 
comparatively dim and unsatisfactory, 
but nevertheless is introductory to 
grander and more complete vision. 
This is eminently true in our view of 
God. We hegr so much about God 
that we conclude we understand Him. 
He is represented as having the ten­ 
derness of a father, the firmness of a 
judge, the pomp of a King and the 
love of a mother. We hear about Him, 
talk about Him, write about Him. We 
lisp his name in infancy, and it trem­ 
bles on the tongue of the aged octo­ 
genarian. We think that we know 
very much about Him. 
Take the at­ 
tribute of mercy. 
Do we understand 
it? The Bible blossoms all over with 
that word—Mercy. It speaks again 
| and again of th e. ..tender mercies of 


God; bi Hie sure mercies; of the great 
mercies; of the mercy that endureth 
forever; of the multitude of His mer­ 
cies. 
And yet I know that the views 
we have of this great being are most 
indefinite, one-sided and incomplete, j 
When, at death, the gates shall fly , 
open, and we shall look directly upon s 
Him, how new and surprising! We see 
upon canvas a picture of the morning. , 
We study the cloud in the sky, the dew ■ 
upon the grass, and the husbandman 
on the way to the field. 
Beautiful pic­ 
ture of the morning! But we rise at 
daybreak, and go upon the hill repre­ 
sented to us. 
While ive look, tho 
mountains are transfigured. The bur­ 
nished gates of Heaven swing open 
and shut, to let past a host of fiery 
splendors. The clouds are still a-bloom, 
and hang pendant from arbors of ala­ 
baster and amethyst. 
The waters 
make pathway of inlaid pearl for the 
light to walk upon; and there is morn­ 
ing on the sea. The crags uncover 
their scarred visage; and there is 
morning among the mountains. 
Now 
you go home, and how tame your pic­ 
ture of the morning seems in contrast! 
Greater than that shall be the contrast 
between this Scriptural view of God 
and that which we shall have when 
standing face to face. 
This is a pic­ 
ture of the morning; that will bo tho 
morning itself. 
Again. 
My texts are true of the 
Savior’s excellency. 
By image, and 
sweet rhythm of expression, and start­ 
ling antithesis, Christ is set forth— 
His love, His compassion. His work, 
His life, His death, His resurrection. 
W e are challenged to measure it, to 
compare it. to weigh it. 
In the hour 
of our broken enthrallment, we mount 
up into high experience of His love 
and shout until the countenance glows, 
and tho blood bounds, and the whole 
nature is exhilarated, “I have found 
Him,” And yet it is through a glass, 
darkly, 
W e see not half of that com-' 
passionate face. We feel not half the 
warmth of that loving heart. 
We wait 
for death to let us rush into His out­ 
spread arms. 
Then we shall be face 
to face. 
Not shadow then, but sub­ 
stance. 
Not hope then, but the ful­ 
filling of all prefigurement.. 
The idea of my text is just as true 
when applied to God’s providence. 
Who has not come to some pass in life 
thoroughly inexplicable? 
You say: 
What does this mean? What is God 
going to do with me now? He tells 
me all things work together for good. 
This does not look like it.” You con­ 
tinue to study the dispensation, and 
after awhile guess about what God 
means. 
“He means to teach me this. 
I think He means to teach me^ that. 
Perhaps it is to humble my pride. Per­ 
haps it is to make me feel more inde­ 
pendent. 
Perhaps to teach me the un­ 
certainty of life.” But, after all. it is 
only a guess—a looking through tho 
glass, darkly. The Bible assures us 
that there will be a satisfactory un­ 
folding. 
‘ ‘What I do thou knowest’ 
not now, but thou shalt know here­ 
after.” You will know why God took 
to Himself that only child. 
Next door 
thoro was a household of seven chil­ 
dren. 
Why not take one from that 
group, instead of your only one? Why 
single out the dwelling in which there 
was only one heart beating responsive 
to yours? Why did God givo you a 
child at all, if he meant to take it 
away? Why fill the cup of your glad­ 
ness brimming if he meant to dash it 
down? Why allow all the tendrils of 
your heart to wind around that object, 
and then, when every liber of your 
own life seemed to be interlocked with 
the child's life, with strong hand to 
tear you apart, until you rail bleeding 
and crushed, your dwelling desolate, 
your hopes blasted, your heart broken? 
Do you suppose that God will explain 
that? Yes. 
He will make it plainer 
than any mathematical problem—as 
plain as that two and two make four. 
In the light of the throne you will see 
that it was right—all right. 
“Just 
and true are all Thy ways, thou King 
of saints. 


Take all "the congregations that have 
assembled 
for worship throughout 
Christendom, put them together, and 
they would make but a small audience 
compared with the thousands and tens 
of thousands, and ten thousand times 
ten thousand, and the hundred and 
forty and four thousand that shall 
stand around the 
throne. 
Those 
flashed up to heaven in martyr fires: 
those tossed for many years upon the 
invalid couch; those fought in the 
armies of liberty, and rose as they fell; 
those tumbled from high scaffoldings, 
or slipped from the mast, or were 
washed off into the sea. 
They came 
up from Corinth, from Laodicea, from 
the Red sea bank and Gennesaret’s 
wave, from Egyptian brickyards and 
Gideon's 
threshing 
floor. 
Those 
thousands of years ago slept the last 
sleep, md those who are this moment 
having their eyes closed, and their liitfbs 
stretched out for the sepulcher. 
We are told that heaven is a placo 
of happiness. 
Happiness in the world 
is only a half fledged thing; a flowery 
path with a serpent hissing across it; 
a broken pitcher, from which the 
water has dropped before we could 
drink it; a thrill of exhilaration, fol­ 
lowed by disastrous reaction. To holp 
us understand the joy of heaven, the 
Bible takes us to a river. We stand 
on the grassy bank. We see the waters 
flow on with ceaseless wave. But the 
filth of the cities is emptied into it,and 
tho banks are torn, and unhealthy ex­ 
halations spring up from it, and we 
fail to get an idea of Hie River of Life 
in heaven. 
We get very imperfect ideas of the 
reunion of Heaven. 
We think of some 
festal day on earth, when father and 
mother were yet living, and tho chil­ 
dren came home. 
A good time, that! 
But it had this drawback—all were not 
there. 
Not so with Heaven’s re­ 
unions. 
It will be an uninterrupted 
happiness. Many a Christian parent 
will look around and find all his chil­ 
dren there. 
“Ah!” he says, “can it 
be possible that we are all here—life’s 
perils over? tho Jordan passed and 
not one wanting? Why, even tho 
prodigal is here. 
I almost gave him 
up. 
How long he despised my coun­ 
sels! but grace has triumphed. 
All 
here! all here! Tell tile mighty joy 
through tho city. 
Let the bells ring 
and the angels mention it in their 
song. 
Wave it from the top of the 
walls. 
All here!” 
No more breaking of heartstrings] 
but face to face. 
The orffhans that 
were left poor, and in a merciless 
world, kicked and cuffed of many hard­ 
ships, shall join their parents over 
whose graves they so long wept, and 
gaze into their glorified countenances 
forever, faco to face. 
Many of our friends have entered 
i.pon that joy. 
A few days ago they 
sat with us studying those gospel 
themes; but they only saw dimly—now 
revelation has come. 
Your time wil 
also come, 
God will not leave you 
floundering in the darkness. You stand 
wonder-struck and amazed. 
You felt 
as if all the loveliness of life were dash 
cd out. You stand gazing into the open 
chasm of tho grave. 
Wait a little 
In tho presence of your departed 
and of Him who carries them in His 
bosom, you shall soon stand face to 
face. 
Oh! that our last hour may kin­ 
dle up with this promised joy! May 
we be able to say, like the Christian 
not long ago, departing: “Though 
pilgrim walking through the valley, 
Hie mountain tops are gleaming from 
peak to peak!” or like my dear friend 
and brother, Alfred Cookmaid who 
took his flight to the throne of G od 
saying in his last moment that whL.i 
has already gone into Christian clas­ 
sics: “I am sweeping through tho 
pearly gate, washed in tho blood of the 
Lamb!”

leaders to prove his words. He told of the 
rejoicing of the Mormons in 1879 upon tbe 
release from prison of Daniel H. Wells, 
who had been committed for refusing to 
testify in court regarding the endowment 
house secrets, when many thousand Mor­ 
mons paraded trailing the American flag 
and hooting at Judge Emerson, who had 
committed wells. 
Testimony regarding 
the half-masting of the American flag 
throughout the city July 4, 1885, was in­ 
troduced, after which Joseph Follett, called 
by the defense, testified that he had never 
heard of the murder of Green by the Mor­ 
mons. 
The prosecution then offered in evidence 
a paper served on a Mormon bv Bishop 
Hisward citing him to appear in the 
bishop’s court to be tried for obtaining a 
judgment in the United States court 
against another member. 
This course 
fully demonstrates the charge that the 
church tries to dictate and control tem­ 
poral affairs. 
The attorneys for the pros­ 
ecution read many revelations alleged to 
have been received by Joseph Smith in 
which God commahded certain Mormons 
to build taverans and do similar things; 
They also quoted from a sermon by John 
Taylor the declaration that if the govern­ 
ment attempted to cat out the Mormon 
ulcer, as had been proposed by congress, 
the United States woald be cut off from 
the nations and its star would set in a sea 
of blood. 
The question of polygamy was taken up, 
and recent editorial! in the church organ 
announcing that polygamy was fixed and 
unalterable by the law of God were 
offered in evidence, and it was shown that 
convictions for violations of the Edmunds 
law have been more numerous since Jan­ 
uary, 1889, than in any similar period in 
the history of the Territory. 
The attor­ 
neys for the church denied that polyga­ 
mous marriages are now being solemnized, 
but when questioned admitted that no 
record of such marriages were kept, and 
that they had no means of knowing 
whether they w ere being solemnized or not. 
An editorial from tbe church organ on 
the death of John Taylor was read. 
I t 
says that President Taylor wa9 killed by 
the cruelty of officers here; that his blood 
stained the clothes of those men who 
hounded him to his grave, and that they 
would yet be called to account. 
This 
closed the case for the prosecution, and 
Mr. Dickson announced that the govern­ 
ment desired to be represented, and United
